I reported daily on war ac- 
tivity In France, I saw a country known for ita

him happy, become *n orphan.

I will always remember it became it 
illustrated so vividly that while some people are 
bo intent on m*« daughter and suppression, 
there are Still others who era juat at intent in pre- 
serving freedom and brotherly love even if it 
means losing their own live*. A young Norwegian, 
Captain Jorgensen of the Steamship VtUe de 
ijeje, ii one of these. 

To the best of my knowledge, Captain Jorgen- 
aen'f was the last ship out of Bordeaux. To him, 
200 Poles and Czechs owe their lives. He offered 
to help them escape. It was a striking tight to see 
these people come on board. His crew clambered 
one efter another Up the twinging Jacob's ladder 
with children clinging to their necks. 

As I itood on deck and watched, I thought of 
American children back home. They did not 
have to leave their homes because someone else 
bad occupied them They did not have to seek 
aafety in another country under great peril* But 
it was another story with these brave youngsters. 
They had to flee to live. 

The Captain slept on the bridge that night so 
that the refugees could use his quarters. The 
crew doubled up to make more room. The stew- 
ard fed them all on the little food we had. There 
were one hundred too many for the lifeboat 
space, so the men were sent off the boatdeck ex- 
cept for some soldiers armed with our sole de- 
finr r few French army rifles. They wouid be 
useless if we were attacked by submarine or air* 
plane. But somehow they gave us a feeling of 
confidence}. 

While wa were anchored in the rivar the first 
night with several other refugee ships, 1 stood on 
deck in pajamas and steel helmet wotchinf a 
British cruiser 500 yards away blaring at a Ger- 
man bomber* 

But in the morning, I saw streaks of oil, loose 
oars and spars float past ua— one ship had been 
sunk* It could have been ours, 1 thought But it 

wasn't and thinking about what might have 

happened wee not going to help* 

Those were adventurous and dangerous days 
In France before its fall Every 14 hours brought 
news of some new disaster. I did not have to seek 
excitement. I merely stood still and things hap- 
pened around me.
